Pre-Cut Platform 


On the sub ject of political piatform.s, now 
b eing hamnnered together a mile a minute, one 
ob servation is timely every four years. 
There is no need to b eat the b ushes for plat­ 
form m aterial. Some of the soundest planks 
which could b e put Into a platform—not vote- 
wheedling splinters b ut genuine planks — never 
have b een used. 
There can b e no compromise with evil-doing 
b y honorab le men. That would b e an ornament 
to any party’s platform. 
Having tried everything else without suc- 
dess, we propose to go b ack to old-fashioned 
{lonesty and integrity. That would draw atten­ 
tion. 
The function of government in a society of 
free and equal citizens is to act as referee in 
their disputes, never as one of the disputants. 
There’s a plank which would make sense. 
Government has no right to b estow special 
privileges in a country whose people are the 
source of sovereignty. No one would need to 
doctor up that plank to make it look good. 
W* b elieve Americans should pay more at­ 
tention to restoring their standard of life and 
a little less attention to maintaining their stand­ 
ard of living. Any questions ab out that one? 
W* advocate slowing down the passage of 
m ore laws and speeding the enforcement of 
laws already on the b ooks. A government could 
stand on that one without fear. 
Sinca there is no point of satiety in pub lic 
.spending, we propose that spenders b e inform­ 
ed that a point of satiety has b een reached b y 
tax payers. Any ob jections? 
We b elieve that common courtesy in interna­ 
tional relations, as in personal relations, calls 
for respecting a closed door. We shall not enter 
where we are not wanted; we .« ?hall not remain 
where we have no right to stay; 
we shall not 
let Uncle Sam b e replaced b y the symb ol of 
the b uUy-b oys. 
And last—We shall keep our word. 
What would b e wrong with that for a plat­ 
form. 


It is not an altogether unifx pect- 
ed phenomenon that in b oth Ger­ 
many and Italy, a reversion to Fas­ 
cism should b e ai^arent. The al­ 
ternatives are Communism or the 
American form of capitalism. 
In the United States, during the 
last two decades, a deification of 
the word democracy has b een spon­ 
sored b y b oth government and 
many organs of the people. 
Unfortunately, the word itself has 
so 
m a n y meanings as to b e 
meaningless. Certainly, to one who 
is not an American, the glorifica­ 
tion of the word seems peculiar 
and even queer, b ecause there is 
no evidence that any aspect of 
political, social or economic de­ 
mocracy, in definab le term.« , is 
practiced here. 


THE 
METHOD 
employed 
b y 
Americans to select pub lic officials 
is remote from democracy; we en­ 
joy a representative, repub lican 
government, operating through two 
mechanistic political parties. 
While the people can, and do, 
select for president or many other 
offices, one of the two candidates 
offered b y these parties, it is rare 
that anyone can b e chosen inde­ 
pendently of them. The choice of 
the people is funneled through the 
parties. There is no mob rule, no 
shouting of the Demos. 
Similarly, while capitalism i.« oft­ 
en referred to as free enterprise, 
its purpose is to produce goods 
and services b ut also to create res­ 
ervoirs of privately owned capital 
b y encouraging the accrual of pri­ 
vate profit. 
The tendency of government to 
engage in competitive b usiness with 
private individuals, either directly 
or indirectly b y loans and s'îb si- 
dies, involves a movement away 
from the American economic sys­ 
tem toward European Social De­ 
mocracy. As this trend ex pands, 
particularly in the nature of con­ 
trols. 
Europeans 
note that the 
Unites! States is imitating Europe 
and not vice versa. 
Socially, the American people re­ 
ject the European concept of de­ 
mocracy. which is equality. Racial 
discrimination is not the only so­ 
cial b arrier in this country. As 
long a.s the fundamental American 
concept of equality of economic 
opportunity 
prevailed, 
no 
elite 
class was ab le to survive long in 
this country, although it always 
ex isted. 


THE GRADUATED Income tax 
is stratifying American society, for 
only those who possess inherited 
wealth or are corrupt can acquire 
the means to move tow'ard social 
equality. The rest pay tax es and 


f grow constantly poorer through de- 
I preciated currency. 
I 
Also, the militarization of this 


i ciountry b y siphoning youth off dur­ 
ing the most im portant formative 
years, a system we have copied 
from continental Europe, delays tha 
opportunities of young people to 
estab lish themselves. 
To this delay must b e added the 
dangerous increase of city popula­ 
tion which tends to turn citizens 
into proletarians. 
This the European.« witness ob ­ 
jectively. They are offered wonder­ 
ful means to 
a 
non-ex istent de­ 
mocracy and are asked to imitate 
a system we do not use ourselves. 
To Americans, our way is satis­ 
factory with all its imperfections. 
In fact, most of us prefer the im­ 
perfection.« b ecause they protect 
our lib erties. As Estes Kefauver 
; said in his b ook "A 20th Century 
: Congress” : 
"TTiose multiple proposals rub ­ 
b er-stamped b y a dazed Congress 
did not alter the fundamentals of 
the American government. Proof 
of this fact lies in the high per­ 
centage of those hastily - enacted 
laws that passed the test of con­ 
stitutionality b efore the Supreme 
Court. 
“ Unlike another strong, b ut in 
that case malevolent, leader in a 
I nascent democracy b eset b y grave 
prob lems, our ex ecutive did not de­ 
mand goose-stepping, heils and the 
ab solutism of the fuehrer principle. 
That is fortunate. The people might 
have b een tempted to try such nos­ 
trum s.” 


IT IS BECAUSE we are loose 
in our definitions and not 
v e r y 
effective in our government that 
we have not gone crazy over the 
counterparts of Hitler and Mu.« so- 
lini or Stalin. 
We take our great men in our 
stride and recognize that no one 
* is so b ig that he does not look 
pot-b ellied and b andy-legged in the 
secrecy of the b ath. At such things 
we laugh and we vote for them. 
The Europeans say we are im­ 
mature. They want a political, eco­ 
nomic and social system that i.« 
i orderly. Our use of the word, de- 


I mocracy, only confuses them. 
! 
It is a disorderly word, mean­ 
ing anything that anyone wants it 
to mean. I hav» ^e waited for sever­ 
al years, for instance, for .some 
philosepher of the Americans for 
Democratic Action to supply a pre­ 
cise definition of their oasic philos­ 
ophy in universal terminology. 
They have not b een ab le to do 
anything like that. Nor has the 
Voice of America. Therefore, Eu­ 
rope goes its m erry way toward 
“ordnung” , b ut now in the Fas- 
cistic form,

Now that the U. S. State Departm ent has 
made a b ig muscle at the president of Korea 
for ob jecting to criticism on Voice of America 
b roadcasts, it seems reasonab le enough to won­ 
der i f the State Departm ent suddenly posses in­ 
finite wisdom. 
President Rhec’s government points out that 
the use of its radio facilities for Voice of 
America 
b roadcasts 
was 
ex tended 
through 
courtesy, not contract. When the b roadcasts b e­ 
gan 
to 
carry 
m aterial 
attacking 
the 
gov­ 
ernm ent. the courtesy was b eing ab used. There­ 
fore, it was withdrawn. 
This prompted official criticism of the Rhee 
government for not b eing b road-minded. More 
to the point, since the Rhee government is fight­ 
ing for its life against a junta of ruthless op­ 
ponents, it gave rise to the idea that the State 
Departm ent was getting ready to pull the rug 
from under It. 
This is the same State Department which 
pulled a rug from under the Chinese govern­ 
ment of Chiang Kai - shek, which invited 
the Communists to invade Korea b y giving no­ 
tice it wouldn’t b e defended and which has 
loused up its responsib ilities in the F ar East 
thoroughly. 
At the very least, thase who now are taking 
sides with it against the Rhee regime should ex ­ 
plain why they think It suddenly' knows what 
It is doing.

Special surveys have just b een 
completed b y those government 
ex perts who stay on, decade after 
decade, regardless of who is in the 
White House — and these anony­ 
mous ex perts find that there is 
no sign of a depression or a re­ 
cession or even a dip in the b ub ­ 
b ling 
defense 
e c o n o m y 
in 
the 
“ foreseeab le future” . 
They are ready to predict job s 
for nearly everyb ody — old job s 
and new ones created b y an up­ 
surge in scientifm planning which 
projects sky platforms and space 
propulsion. Suddenly the Depart- 
partm ent 
of 
Lab or 
is 
seeking 
thousands of “earth scientists” and 
“oceanographers’^ for ocean b ot­ 
tom ex ploration to fill needs in war 
and F>eace until 1960. 


NO WEIRD television fiction is 
this. It reflects merely the scores 
ol relatively new occupations open 
to the college grad, class of ’52. 
His b achelor’s degree is enough al­ 
most to guarantee him up to $100 
a week in dozens of fields, old and 
new, as long as he has some spe­ 
cialty. 
Inside the small circle of ex ­ 
perts who watch these phenomena, 
they see a steady, not spectacu­ 
lar, perm anent rise in job s. They 
report a new record set in employ­ 
ment each month as heavy indus-^ 
try is ex panded first for defense 
work (at least $18,000.000.000 will 
b e spent in the nex t few weeks b y 
the military) and later for vast 
civilian production. 
Unemployment, which frightened 
lab or leaders and b usiness men in 
the concentrated factory centers 
such as Detroit, is lower.

RECENTLY, for ex ample, the 
White House lifted out of 
a guard­ 
ed stockpile 22,000 tons of copper, 
which has b een the most sensi­ 
tively scarce suppl.v area since the 
night of June 25, 1950, 
This tonnage was shipped into 
tne industrial areas of Connecticut 
where thousands have b een Job ­ 
less for lack of metal. Now. the 
CIO and AFL unions there ex pect 
their men to b e recalled, not only 
for production of cartridge cases 
in the idle plants, b ut rods, wires, 
radio 
equipment 
and 
o t h e r 
civilian goods. 


'The heavy unemployment in De­ 
troit. which caused Walter Reuther 
to aall a mob ilization of his region­ 
al leaders in Washington just 
a 
few months ago. has eased to such 
an ex tent that the auto city is now 
off 
the 
government’s 
“critical” 
list. 
But this prosperity doesn’t just 
spring from the strange b yways of 
the war—such as standb y camps, 
new railheads, b uilding of acce.ss 
roads 
and 
escape 
highways 
in 
preparation for an atomic attack. 
The government reports w ide open­ 
ings for the average working 
g u y 
and the white collar pieople. 
There is. for ex ample, a heavy 
demand not only for certified pub ­ 
lic accountants, b ut qualified b ook­ 
keepers and accountants as well, 
b ecause of the complex lax sys­ 
tems, the growing need for ac­ 
counting services in a government 
now spending b illions each month, 
and the desire of b usinessmen to 
maintain scientific production con­ 
trol systems needed to match the 
elephantiasis resulting from huge 
government orders.

Communism outside the “iron 
curtain” has its greatest strength 
in Italy—more than 2,225.000 m em­ 
b ers—and poses here its b iggest 
threat in Europe to the continuance 
of democracy. 
The prob lem is not one for Italy 
alone—her government cannot cope 
with it unless the other free gov­ 
ernments in EJurope cooperate. For, 
while there is today a united mili­ 
tary policy, there is no such soli­ 
darity among the free governments 
in the m atter of anti-Communist 
strategy w'here ideological intrigue 
is concerned. 
To get at the facts of the situa­ 
tion, this correspondent talked with 
Mario Scelb a, Italian minister of 
the interior, who has done more 
than anyb ody else to comb at Com­ 
munistic activities, and also can­ 
vassed other persons in Italy who 
can b e regarded as influential and 
powerful in the anti - Communist 
b attle.
